Without intending to interfere between 
your correspondent, by pon-nanie, Zena, 
und others, and reeognuizing his perfoct 
rightto conceal his individuality, 1 đe- 
aire to respond to his inquiry, “ean any- 
ono deny that these three Cuctors (land, 
labor and cayital) do actually join in 
producing wealth?” 

Let us not bomuddle tho question by 

the wee of words without meaning, or 
with equivocal meaning. Mr, Geurge ro- 
peatedly declares that “tho factors in 
production are dual {land aud labor] not 
a tripartite,” [land, labor and capitn)); 
explaining that capital is but “n depart. 
ment of labor.” When, thorefure, he or 
any one eles assumes that capital gives 
jnereasod power to labor, it is in contra- 
diction of his awn Inudamenutal stato 
ment,or it is merely saying, what is 
true enough, that two amounts of labor 
are greater and can produce moro than 
one, Zono’s reference to the spade and 
the stoam plow proves tho very revereo 
of whatit is offored to prove, Both the 
sprdo and tho stoum plow are produc- 
tions of labor, and are consumed in tho 
production of food, ote. Both aro eseou- 
tial and command the samo remunera- 
tion to the labor employed tn their pro- 
duction, or would doso under froo com. 
petition, Norin its economical meauing 
is labor wih the steam plow nny more 
productive than abor with n spade 
Nothing is more common thau the con- 
founding of production in bulk with the 
Production of economio values. The 
production this year, for instance, of 
plums in our vielnity has Loen very large 
and consequoutly the prico has been so 
low thatit has not paid us oven to pick 
and send them to markol, and thoy have 
been fed to stock or allowed to rot upon 
the ground; while a neighbor who has 
raised eclory, cabbage and cauliflower by 
tho the use or consumption of a epado 
and hoe and n Jittlo sood has roalizod a 
largo return for bia labor. Tho capital 
in tho plum treos, just in proportian as 
it has resulted in large production, has 
taken from, not added to, the retiun for 
the current labor and care they have ro- 
quired, Theteaching of the oconomists, 
that tho constant tondeney under treo 
cowpetition is to bring the prico of all 
things to the labor cost of production is 
doubtless correct. AN mauutacturers, 
farmors and men engagod in legitimate 
business seo the truth ofthis, It is only 
in comparatively now and exceptional in- 
dustrios that wo do not realize it, and it 
ia this consideration, which makes tho 
shrowd managers seek government inter. 
ference, exceptional legislation, high 
tariffs and land laws, which will cxompt 
them from the oporstion of the economic 
principle, while enabling them to sub. 
ject labor to a forced competiden thro’ 
the denial of raw material, land, to the 
laboror. 


go equivocal aud utterly senseless? Itis 
not Mr. Pryse, but Zeno and Mr. George 
who are “unable to separate capital trom 
eapitulsst,” or even from laborer, Is it 
not tho capitalist that gets all the profit 
given capital? “Capital earn wealth!” 
Yes, when the law allows capital to own 
the laborer or givos it dominion over the 
land, to bis oxclusion, not otherwise. 

To nationalize theland is only todo 
over the work of our fore-fathers, The 
land ts national in this and in every 
country. “We must make the land com- 
mon property!” No; it?s common prop- 
orty, and only legal fiction and class 
lawa prevent its commun enjoymont, and 
which taxing away rent can never give. 
Wo do not need to “re-enact tho Laws of 
Nature,” nor yet, ns Mr. George proposes 
correct hor omissions aud doficiencies, 
bul simply to obliterate those impious 
enactments which enslave man and par- 
tition the oarth among a robber class, 
Tho use of tho land only, not its product 
whon joined to labor, is a common inhor- 
itance. 

“But the case is not as strong against 
interest as against rent,” saya Zeno, ech- 
oing George. ‘Fho importanco of thig 
statement is only seen when we reflect 
that intorest and rent aro interchangone 
bleterms. If aman hasa given sum at 
intorest, anq he calls it in and purchaures 
land with it which ho ronte to Zeno, or 
loans him thomoney to buy the land 
with, can either of them point out any 
distinction betwoen the rent and tho in- 
terosL which Zeno would pay? ‘Tho 
“ront thoory” upun which Mr. George 
bases his proposition to tax, 1 have 
shown to be wholly fallacious in “Social 
Wealth,’ and now Macleod, the great 
English economic authority, points out 
how the thoory arose by “inverting causo 
and effect,’ and shows that rent under 
commercial ownorshipis simply the in- 
terest on sa much money as ropresents 
the value of the land, 

However sincero Mr, Georgo may be 
in proposing taxation ol rents, what ho 
logically proposes is simply to kill tho 
ono wolf he finds among Zeno's shoep,tu 
turn a brace of thom, interest nnd prolit, 
into the sheepfold as sheep, bocause they 
Rro net brown but black and white 
wolves. Surely tho sheep will require 
“another liberator’ who will name and 
treat the wolf as a wolf though not of 
Mr, George's particular stripe, 

Since rent arises in no suck way as Ri- 
vardo states, but indeod in a way quite 
tho reverso of it, to tax it highly or low- 
Jy would lift no burden from labor; but 
ou the contrary would greatly increase 
the powerof capital and discourage mod- 
ernto entorpriso and small monagements, 
antl accelorate the existing tendoney to 
reduce the self-employing class to that 
of dependent wage-workers. To destroy 
monopoly ot the land would doubtluss 
reduce interest and profit to zero, but 
taxing the rent roll of the monopolist 
would etrengthou, not weaken, his posi- 
tion. 

Tho basis of his plan being shown as 
fallacious, and tho measure itsolf being 
comiunnistie, not socialistic, stato or 
othorwise, and of the nature of a forced 
exchange, in any oconomic uspect, it 
must becondemned and regarded as op» 
posed to overy maxim of equity and jus- 
tico aa well, Tt would be merely a tax 
in the interest of shirke,

eloquent, * * # Ilis brother, General W. H. Parsons, sat with 
his eyes fixed upon him during tho time he was upon the stand. 
Assoon as Mr, August Spies retired Mr. Parsons took the stand,and 
in a quiet, deferential tone answered the questions put to him ina 
firm voice, not appearing to bein the lenst unnerved by his peculiar 
position, At last he was asked to give tho substance of his Hay- 
market apeech, and he did eo, and if the jury, the court, nnd the 
audience have been entertained since tho trial began, they were 
entertained by the chief agitator ot the Chiergo Anarchists. Jle 
pulled out of his pocket n bundle of notes, nnd began at the jury 
in tones which betokened that the epeaker waa primed for the tinest 
epeech of his life. Luckily for him tho wilneaa-chair was n sawing- 
ingone. fe held his notes in his left hand, and, together with the 
swaying of hfs body, geaticulated with his right arm, From low, 
measured tones he went on from eloyuence to oratory, and from 
oratory to logic, aud from logic to argument.”

AUTONOMY-SELP LEW. 


What Aro His Demands, 

The basic principle, in theory, on which is built the 
structure of Democratico-Republican government is 
Autonomy, Self-Law, It isthe principle that the peo- 
ple, the masses of tho people, aro able to govern them- 
selves, to be a law unto themselves, without any out- 
side help—without any king, lords or rulers, whether 
human or unhuman—whether natural or supernatural, 
Ts this much admitted? Tf so then it follows, as we 
think, that the individual, the unit of the mass of 
people, isalso capable of self-government without help 
from any outside power, natural or supernatural, Tor 
if the individual be not capable of self-government, 
we ask, where does the mass get its self-governing 
power, The individual members of seciety or of the 
state are not like the spokes and fellocs of a wheel. 
They are not integral parts of a great whole, useless 
except when bound up with others of their kind into a 
machine that without its full complement of inte- 
gral parts is also useless. Tho individual man and woman 
isanatural product, does not owe his or her existence to 
the state—can hvo and enjoy life to tho fullest extent 
without tho existence or assistance of the state. 
On the contrary, the state is an artificial pro- 
duet, does not exist in nature, is made and unmade by 
man at his pleasure, "Cho unit of society or of the 
state, then, is necessarily greater than the statu of 
which he is the author or creator, And if greater 
than the state then he owes no allegiance to tho state; 
on tho contrary, the stato owes allegiance to him as its 
author or creator, 


We conelude then that savereignty—tho self-govern- 
ing power—resides in the individual man and woman, 
and not in the state at all; and that all attempts by the 
state (or nation) to govern the individual are simply 
usurpations of authority, and should be resisted as 
such, ` 

When we wot thus far in the autonomistic argument 
wo are invariably met by the objector with tho exela- 
mation: 

“Nonsense, this is all sheer nonsense! ‘The average 
manand woman is incapable of self-government and 
as no man has any right or autbority to govern his 
neighbor we must have authority vestel somewhere 
for this purpose, and therefore we agree to delegate 
this right or authority to the state,” 

But how is it posssule, Mr. Objector, for a stream 
te rise higher than its source? Mow can the citizen 
delegate to the state a power or authority that ho does 
not himself possess? 

From this dilemma we maintain there is no outlet 

except by tho fiction that rights merease by numbers, or 
that Might gives Right, 
- In other words, Majorityism is enthroned as a mon 
arch, and with all the abject devotion of tho eastern 
subject wo bow the suppliant knee to this divinity of 
our own making! 

But the question will still recur: What will you 
do when the individual refuses or fails to govern him» 
self, and persists in trespassing upon the rights of his 
neighbor? ‘This question is easily answered. While 
we haveno righe to govern ourneighbor the law of 
self-preservation allows us and impels us to Restrain 
him when be invades our rights. 

Italso allows and impels us to co-operate with our 
neighbor and help him to defend his rights for help in 
turn. 

“But who is to decide whero one man's right ends 
and another's begins?” 

This question is also easily answered from the 
standpuint of equal rights for all, and from the stand- 
point of secularism as opposed to a divine or ruper 
natural origin of government. In plain words, elimi. 
nate godism from ourideas ofgovernment and we 
will need no learned jurists to tell us where one man's 
or woman’s rights end or begin, We propose to show 
that God and the paternal State are twin despots; cach 
necessary to the other.

It is surprising to see how the clergy 
will misinterprot their bible in defense 
of their wicked practices. Jesus, whom 
they profess to follow, was opposed to 
war. He said bis servants wore not of 
this world and therefore could not fight. 
Ho also said, resist not ovil, but over- 
come it with good; if a man smite thee 
on one cheek, turn to him the other also; 
blessed aro the peacemakers, and uttered 
many other sayings of like import. 

Whether theso sayings were wise or 
not the clergy and churches profess to 
follow him, and ns long ns they make 
this profossion it is their business to 
obey his precepts und imitate Lis prac- 
tices, but in regard tu resisting ovil an 
war, they go directly opposite to what 
he taught. All tho so-called evangelical 
churches aro strong ndvyocntes of war 
whon they have somo selfish object to 
accomplish, and their clergy teach them 
that it is sometimes the Christiau’s duty 
to fight, aud in proof of this misinter- 
pret the words and acts of Christ. 

Afterhe had preached peace to the 
people without uttering a siugle word 
in lavor of war, ho wanted to enforce 
his peace principles by example; and 
told his disciples to take swords, They 
replied "Here are two;” ho told them 
they wero snongh. They went forth, 
and when the high priest’s servant laid 
hands on Jesus ono of his disciples who 
had a sword, smoto off his ear, Accord- 
ing to the narrative, Jesus henled the 
wound and told the one who made it to 
put up his sword, for he that takes tho 
sword shall perish by it. 

Now what honest man with a thimblo 
full of braizs, could seo anything in all 
this to prove that Jesus believed in war. 

A groat multitude was after him with 
awords and staves, and if ho bad had 
any iden of fighting he would not have 
told them that two swords were enough, 
but would have wanted all his disciples 
with him, and wanted them all armed. 

Why then did he want any swords? 
To enforce his peace principles and pre- 
cepts, to show to the world that hə 
would not permit his disciples to fight 
even to save lis own hfe; and tho lying 
priest and clergy, iu justification of war 
haveinterpreted thia act io make it 
mean directly opposite to what Jesus 
intended; and so thoy do almost overy-

Christ commanded hia followors not 
to pray atthe corner of tho streets nor 
in the synagogues to be seen and heard 
of men, but to onter into thoir closets 
aud shut tho doors, and pray in secret. 
All who attend church know that thoy 
do not obey him, ‘The priost and clergy 
teach that God, after creating the world, 
instituted a weekly Sabbath for rest 
and worship, because they wanted one 
day in the week to ride on the shoulders 
or necks of the people; when there is 
no such thing in the bible. According 
to thestory ,God sanctified the seventh 
Jay on which he huished his work, and 
called it holy; but said not a word about 
the seventh day of the next week being

holy, and for twenty-five hundred years | 
nothing is said in the bible about a 


weekly sabbath; but the priests and 
clergy lie about it that they may hare 
one day iu the week to blindfold and 
ieeco the people.

Egoism rs, Alftruisen, 

‘ho dirst law which acts upon man 
and beast is the law of self-preservation, 
In its immediate relations to the indi- 
vidual it is strictly egotistic, but it is 
eminently right, for without it life could 
not be maintained. Ut is so potentthut in 
somo instunces the efforta to save life or 
bodily injury are automatic. They 
executo themselves without previous 
thought. When the fingor gets burned 
it withdrawa immediately, without wait- 
ing for the intellect to say: get out of 
the way, Self preservation beivg the 
first law, all laws governing individual 
actions are related to it, As tho” indi. 
viduals congregate into tribes and na- 
tions,they are still governed by thatsame 
egotistic law; but as they incroase in 
intelligenco each individual soon realizes 
thatothers are governed by tho sume 
impulse; that by preserving tho rights 
of others ho preserves his own; that by 
increasing the intelligence of his sur- 
roundings he increases his capacity of 
enjoyment. When egoism has reached 
that point it is called “altruism.” 

It is immaterial whether wo class the 
actions of altruism as bearing upon the 
good of self first; or the good of others 
first; for in such conduct tho good of 
one reacts to the good of all, tho good ot 
all to that of one; and such are moral 
actions. 

Tho manner in which ‘Tritogen was 
arguing this subject in furmer articles, 
made me think that ho was afraid that 
the poor little myself, was going to be 
Jeft out in the cold in performing moral 
actions, und for thot reason, (to reassuro 
him) 1 basal those moral actions upon 
he ogoistic stand-point. But sinco 
moral actions are altruistic I could just 


as well have based them first, upou the 
good of all, 
I knew very well that as soon as he 


felt his platfurm shake he would jump 
over the fence, and accuse me of stand- 
ing upon it as an “egoist? But it was 
not me who enid: “I kick the beam of 
excellence and owe no moral obligations 
to anybody.” 

A sensitive conscience and the feel- 


ing of moral obligation are tho motors 
to give strength to combat frauds, op- 
prossion, and inequality in all its forms, 
It is immaterial whether, moral obliga- 
tion has been inculcated in the mind by 
previous teachings; the question for us 
to know is, whether it was right or not, 
What can be more righteous than the 
individual striving to improve himself 
for the good of others, or striving to 
improve others for his own good? 

Ht is evident that if adividual actions 
were so conducted that they had no 
bearing upon the good of self, others, 
or posterity, such conduct would be su- 
porstitious, for when one would be asked: 
“Does your conduct make you Lappy?" 
he would have to answer, no} if asked it 
it made his neighbors happy, he would 
have to answer that he did not care. 
Aseach and all individuals would be 
interviewed their answer would be the 
same; aud itis plain that the beering of 
all actions must be, self and others, otii- 
erg and sol, ce 

Why have heroes, poets, divines and 
philosophers triod by cxamplo and 
teachings to inculcate u moral standard 
of cunduct? Was it that they should bo 
miserablo while others were happy? 
Not much. ‘They felt that by raising 
life toa higher plane the sum total of 
happiness would be raisal, god that 
others, their children, and themselves 
would inherit their share. 

It would not do for one moment to 
think that the spontaneity of untutored 
nature woul ml lead toward the good. 
Nature has two distinct sides. 4

aim of its frienda that autonumy ehall 
come through peace and not war; by 
menps of moral example and suasion 
and not by the power of brnto force. 
Butis not the distauco between autonomy 
and state government so vast, that overy 


sane mind must at onco comprehend 
there is no potting from the latter to the 
former, except by traveling that distance 
step by step, if, indeed, we ean hopo to 
got thero nt all? That to yet thore wo 
caubot abolish tho sato, but must pro- 
servo thesame ns n ladder, to bo modis 
tled by timo and circumstances, whercon 
toclimb reund by round, to a higher 
plane? Thatto get thero we must grow 
and ripen into antonomy through the 
state, which, when wa shall have reached 
that ripened condition, will naturally 
slough off from the body politic launchi« 
ing us safely into the new and bettor 
condition? If this is corroct, thon let us 
proceed by trying tu take the incipient 
stepson the highway to autonomy. 
hoy will consist, first, in reforming 
our individusl selves, This will be n 
yery slow procedure, but porseverance 
will finally conquer, 
The noxt wilt bo tu gradually “weed 
out” bad laws, both statute and organic, 
of coupes, through tho instrumentality 
of the ballot, maintaining tho stato, but, 
trying to render harmless and Jess ro- 
pulsive the “nocessary evil?’ Lot us 
give onr whole attention and Jabor to- 
warda making tho graduntiug steps 
hocossxtily required to rench nntonomy, 
instead of halting to talk about abolish.

But as Lhat is impossible, the only profitable 
course left to be takon by Indiyidunhsts of 
theschool Loyd treats of, is to change their 
nang; unless they are willing to suffer the 
disndvuntage of being thoroughly misunder- 
stood by any, Jf not mosi of their best 
friends. 

It will be obseryed that Anarchist" ns 
defined al the prosent day by lexicographers, 
fully justifies tho popular conception of the 
word; as something to bo avoided as both 
danyorobe and repugnant, and therefore 
reprehensible, 

It certainly would be a grand desideratum 
if all peacenblo Individualista—nll who hold 
that the highest sovreignty resta In ihe indl- 
vidual, and that aggrersion fan erime to be 
trealed aceurdinyly—could unite upon, and 
mnarshal nnder some appellation, plainly 
siguifying nt lensi one of their cardinal 
principles, and in no wiso mislead in re- 
garų to nny ot them, Waero I a linguist or 
lexicographer I would mako an attempt to 
point out tliat word, but ns it is it must be 
left io other more and competent hands.
